For instance, no gitam other than those five given here may be

However with regard to the krti-s the students have an option '\ 
to sing the songs recorded in the tapes orsongs of their choice and 
of same standard. 1 

2. To facilitate printing and for various other reasons, the 
notation combines both English and Tamiz and is common for both 
medium. Further the svara-s are given only in one script, namely, 
English. In the examin ations too th e students may adopt the same 
script for writing the svara-s and may write the matu in the medium 
of their choice.

Aim of the Music Course 

The aim of the course is to equip the students with the 
knowledge of and about the musical forms and the related aspects 
of music of the South Indian Classical Style. And the core course 
concentrates on music proper and this is further divided into 
Practical, that deals with the performance and Theory, that furnishes 
knowledge about the performed art. 

The practical content of this three year course is distributed 
over five practical papers. This package of lesson deals with 
t*apeM/pfaeueai«i. 

Students should understand that this is a course in classical 
music and not one for music in general. In other words students 
should already be interested in rendering music of other kinds met 
with in areas such as nursery rhymes, religious and secular music, 
songs from other arts like dance, drama and cinema. And this 
course is designed to enable him to learn a melody-dominated 
music conforming to a strong system of raga, tala etc. 



At the end of the three year course the students should 
have attained profiency in the various aspects of music detailed 
below. 



a. Singing or playing varna-s in two speeds and krti-s of 
different types set in madhyamakalam and vilambakalam. 

In the course of doing these the student would be introduced 
to the following musical forms also - 

i) Sapta-tala alamkara (ii) Gitam 
iii) Jatisvaram (iv) Svarajati 

v) Ti liana (vi) Ragamalika 

In addition to these, songs of other kinds have also been 
included to enrich the musical knowledge of the student. These are 



i) Bhakti-theme dominated songs — 

Tevaram, songs from Nalayira divya prabandharn, 
Tiruvempavai, Divyanama and Utsavasampradaya kirtana-s of 
Tyagaraja < 

ii) Bhakti dominated songs of composers that have been set 
to tune in the modern period — 

Annamacarya, Purandara dasa, Muttuttandavar, 
Marimuttappillai, Ramalingar, Vedanayakam Pillai 

iii) Arunagirinathar's tiruppugaz dominated by poetic rhythm 

(chandam) 

iv) songs from musical dramas — 

Jayadeva's Gitagovindam, Narayanatirtha's krsnaiflatarangini, 
Arunacala Kavirayar's Ramanatakam and Gopalakrsna Bharati's 
Nandanarcaritram. j 

v) songs of relating to theoretical aspects such as the Raga- 
laksana gita-s. 

b. A fairly good familiarity with about twenty raga-s. These 
raga~s are — ■ 

1) Mohana (2) Mayamalavagaula (3) Kalyani 

4) Bilahari (5) Sankarabharana (6) Bhairavi 

7) Dhanyasi (8) Sahana (9) Madhyartiavati

In some of the above raga-s more than one krti will be taught,. 
Even songs belonging to other categories like the divyanama, 
luvaram etc. will, as far as possible, be set in the raga-s selected 
from the above list. 

c. A knowledge of the process of rendering alapana, niraval 
and kalpana svara-s. Since Pallavi form is the final goal in our 
system students should become familiar with this form which is 
made up of alapana, tanam and pallavi with niraval and kalpanasvara 
rendered to pallavi theme. 

Introduction of Practical-I 

In this paper, namely Practical-I, we start with a revision ofthe 
early lessons that an entrant to this course is expected to have 
learnt. These are the sarali, janta, datu and tarasthayi varisai-s. 
» 

Sarali 

The sarali, meaning simple, initiates the students into the 
learning of svara-s of certain fixed pitches, in this case into the 
svarasthana-s of the svara-s of mayamalavagaula raga. Once the 
students are able to correctly sing or play svara-s of fixed pitches 
they should also be able to sing svara-s which are moving from one 
svaiasthana to another with continuity or moving about a 
svarasthana. This is popularly known as a svara incorporating 
'gamaka'. 

Janta and Datu 

Janta literally means 'twin' svara or a pair of same svara, e.g., 
"s s", "r r" etc. But it denotes not two discrete plain svara-s but a pair 
between which the next higher or lower svara is subtly heard. For 
instance when playing "g g" as janta the lower 'ri' should be heard 
between the two 'ga'-s. Hence janta is a gamaka and is referred to 
as 'sphurita' gamaka by Subbararna Diksitar in his Sangita- 
sampradaya-pradarsini. Janta is incorporated in musical 
compositions as decorative patterns irresepective of the raga and 
in kalpita and manodharrra alike. Hence janta varisai-s are 
introduced atthe initial training ror students to become familiar with 
the decorative patterns which will be used in al! later musical forms. 
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Datu literally means to 'skip'. Thus in these varisai-syou would 
notice that one orsvara-s are skipped in between when proceeding 
from one to the other, e.g. ri and ga between sa and ma in "s/m g 
m", and ri between ga and sa jn "r g\s r". This kind of decorative 
pattern is a regular feature in all melodic structures and hence it is 
necessary for students to know them. 

Later while explaining the 'sapta-tala alamkara' we would 
notice that alamkara means 'decorative patterns' and in that sense 
even janta and datu are also alamkara-s only. 

Tara-sthayi 

Sarali, janta and datu are initially taught within the range of an 
octave, i.e. from madhyasthayi sa to tarasthayi sa. But music 
construction usually extends beyon the octave range to include 
svara-s higher than tara-sthayi sa and svara-s of mandrasthayi 
also. Hence exercises for increasing the voice range and developing 
finger movement to play higher notes on the instruments are part 
of the initial training. Exercises for mandra-sthayi may be bad from 
popular text books on music practical. 

Sapta-tala alamkara-s 

Alamkara literally means "decoration'. These are decorative 
svara patterns moulded into exercises for introducing the students 
to the structure of the seven tala-s, Dhruva(catusra- jati), 
mathya(catusra-jati) etc. These were the main tala-s that were 
employed in the musical form called 'Suladi' popularised by 
composers like Purandara Dasa. Hence the alamkara-s were 
composed quite likely in that period for introducing the students to 
those tala-s. They have tradionally come down and are still 
included in the initial training in music. 

The seven tala-s are traditionally listed in the order, namely, 
Dhruva, Mathya, Rupaka, Jhampa, Triputa, Ata and Eka perhaps 
to accord with the order in which they occurred in the suladi 
compositions. But in this paper the order has been rearranged to 
start from the simple to the more complex ones. The tala-s are also 
now arranged in the order of increasing duration value, namely, 
Eka (4 matra-s), Rupaka(5 matra-s) , Triputa(7), Mathya(10), 
Jhampa(10), Dhruva(14) and Ata(14). 

The rest of the course content includes compositions in the 
forms gltam, jatisvaram, svarajati, adi-tala varnam and krti the 
Inksnnn of which will ho described in the theory papers. Thus this 
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paper includes only songs of kalpita nature and nothing at all ir 
manodharma which would be taken up in the subsequent practica 
papers of second and third years. 

Apart fromthe songs some exercisesto develop and emphasise 
certain specific aspects of music have been included. While 
learning a student unconciously learns to sing or play the 
svarasthana*s correctly. Bur he/she must be in a position tc 
re-cognise and identify the svarasthana-s when rendered by others 
on instruments or when clothed in 'akara' phrases. Hence these 
have been explained separately on the audio cassettes and 
oxorcises prescribed for students to answer. 

Similarly examples for recognising and identifying the durations 
the vowel extensions of the svara-s have been recorded on the 
cassettes followed by exercises for students to answer. 

Illustrations for singing sarali varisai-s in tisra-nadai have also 
bean recorded for students to practise. Rendering sarali in tisra 
nadai and extendingthesameto othervarisai-s like janta, alamkara 
and to other forms like varnam would enable the students to 
develop a firm grip over proper tala execution and kala-pramanam. 
(his in turn will help in performing intricate niraval and 
kalpanasvaram at the 'Pallavi' stage.
